REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 31, 1987. 
To the Selectmen of Lempster: 

We, the Board of Engineers of the Lempster Fire Company, 
do hereby submit the following report for the year ending January 
31, 1937. 

Our equipment consists of one combination Graham truck 
equipped with 170 gallon booster tanks, 100 gallon pump, 1000 
feet of 1% inch hose, 600 feet of %4 inch hose, ladders, hand chem- 
icals, Indian knapsack sprayers, 2 quart Fyre Fyter used for 
gasoline and oil fires, also other small equipment. 

We have responded to six calls, five chimney fires and one 
building fire. We have laid approximately 600 feet of 1% inch 
hose and 400 feet of %4 inch hose, used two hand chemicals and 
three chimney fuses. 

The loss and damage to property by fire is $250, this occurring 
at the fire of W. F. Simons on March 7, 1936. 

We want to thank the Selectmen, Officers and Citizens of 
Lempster for their earnest cooperation in the past year.

FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


There is not very much to report for this year. The town 
has been very fortunate in having only one fire. This fire was on 
the shore of Long Pond on June 9. Some campers left a fire and 
it got into the woods. This fire was efficiently handled by Deputy 
Warden Guy Currier. It was not very serious, but it got into the 
ground and kept breaking out, so it had to be watched, thus incur- | 
ring more expense. 

We are very fortunate to have a Fire Company that is always 
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ready and willing to assist at any and all fires, which makes it much 
easier for a Warden when he knows there are men waiting to 
render service when notified. We shall endeavor to watch all 
slashes where lumber has been cut. We have several dangerous 
ones, and if a fire should start in one it would cause a very 
serious fire, but with the assistance of the Look-out Stations, 
- we are well protected. If the fishermen will be more careful about 
fires and cigarette stubs it will help eliminate much of the danger. 
Fishermen and hunters should acquaint themselves with the laws 
governing fires and permits. Everyone should cooperate, thereby 
saving expense, which means a lower tax rate. 

In closing, the Warden and Deputies wish to thank the Fire 
Company and anyone who has done anything to assist in extin- 
guishing small fires which might have been more serious.

Superinendent’s Report 


To the Lempster School Board: 

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as your superintend- 
ent of schools. 

The lower grades are being taught this year at the East 
Lempster School and the upper grades at the Street School. The 
change was made to simplify transportation problems. 

There has been no change in teachers this year. Miss Frances 
Clark with the upper grades and Miss Susie Benway with the 
lower grades have very successful schools. The children are 
orderly, polite, and interested in their work. The teachers have 
varied the work to keep the interest of the pupils and to prepare 
them for later problems. 

One more great step has been made to improve the school 
property. A substantial fence now safeguards the children at 
East Lempster. 

The need of a good fence at East Lempster has been apparent 
for several years. It is well that this has been erected now instead 
of waiting for a serious accident to force the issue. : 

The Street School was redecorated last summer and the East 
School a year ago. Both rooms are clean and bright. 

Both buildings need painting soon and the roofs need shingling. 
Part of this work should be done next year, and if possible hold 
the rest off so that not too large a cost may come on any one 
appropriation. 

Lempster School District is free from debt, it has good build- 
ings, good teachers, and its children are progressing well in their 
work. I feel that you have come through the trying years of 
depression in good condition. 

I appreciate the loyalty and help of the Lempster School 
Board and the teachers, and the kind attitude toward me by 
Lempster citizens.
